Traces Evils 


Reviewing the last four or five 
decades of American industrial 
life, Dr. Haas traced many evils 
“the idea that property was 
inviolable, even more 
sacred and inviolable than the man 
who worked with it and on it,” and 
“the idea that workers were to be 
marketed, according to supply and 
demand.” “The owner of a mine 
or mill,” Dr. Haas said, “was per- 
mitted to operate it, expand it or 
contract it, almost as he chose, be- 
cause it was his property. He 
could hire or discharge workers 
simply because the property was 
his, In slack seasons, sometimes 
running into years, he could shut 
down his property and turn over 
the support of his employes to the 
community. His social responsi- 
bility was almost zero. He could 
go to law and be upheld even in 
the most arbitrary and inhumane 
demands. He was the owner of 
property.”

NY remaining doubt that St. 
Peter’s Cathedral is the most 
magnificent sacred structure in the 
world vanishes before its glittering 
glory, when seen under an Italian 
sun at noon day. Its golden dome 
rises above immense, marble col- 
umns, that seem to lead the march 
of the smaller columns which form 
the wall of the great, circular 
court that is its entrance.

A Great Event 


I was one of a party of Ameri-

In response to the guide’s 
offer to secure our admission to 
the Vatican and the Pope’s pres- 
ence, ten of us left the party in 
front of St. Peter’s Cathedral at 
noon and begar hurried prepara- 
tions for the momentous event.

Protestantism

N every Protestant congregation 

there are people of the older 
generation, who frequently confess 
their disappointment at the grow- 
ing tendency within their denomi- 
nation to minimize doctrinal teach- 
ing and to discard one old practice 
after another. 

A Presbyterian minister, high in 
the councils of his church, recently 
told the writer that this lament- 
able condition exists in his Church, 
comprised of both fundamentalists | 
and. modernists. The communi- 
eants of forty and fifty years ago 
were all fundamentalists, and their 
survivors today wonder why the 
little Catechism, which they stud- 
ied in Sunday School, is no longer 
respected. 

They are shocked, so the min- 
ister informed me, when men are 
ordained to the sacred ministry 
who entertain doubts concerning 
the basic truths on which Chris- 
tianity itself must needs rest, such 
as the divinity of Christ, the in- 
spiration of Holy Scripture, the 
necessity of Baptism, etc. 


Now, if the fundamentalists are 
right (and, as said, all were funda- 
mentalists from the time of the 
origin of the  sixteenth-century 
Protestant churches until our gen- 
eration) then the modernists are 
all wrong. But since there is no 
recognized living authority in any 
of the Protestant churches compe- 
tent to settle disputes relating to 
doctrinal and religious practices, 
skepticism and a wider drift from 
Jesus would go on increasing were 
it not for the spokesman of the 
great ancient international Church. 
During the past few years the 
Holy Father has not merely de- 
nounced the growing secularism, 
divorce, and certain social and 
moral evils, but as a teacher he 
has defined definitely the sacred- 
ness and stability of family life, ’ 
the inalienable right of the child 
to religious education, the rights 
and duties of both capital and 
labor, the royal dignity and author- 
ity of Christ the King, etc. 

His Encyclical letters have com- 
manded world-wide attention and 
interest, and should have done 
more good among Protestants 
than among Catholics, who remain 
orthodox in their doctrinal beliefs. 
It is the strength of the Catholic 
Church which gives strength to 
whatever Protestantism is left, and 
any check on Catholic: activity is 
bound to react most unfavorably 
on Protestantism, which is regard- 
ed by the generality of unchurched 
Americans as composed merely of 
religious organizations, each of 
which confesses that membership 
within its ranks is not at all neces- 
sary, but only beneficial—as re- 
sponding to the subjective beliefs 
of the people and as offering that 
help which organization lends to 
any movement. 

Convinced that Protestantism ifs 
bound to fall with Catholicism, 
enemies of Christianity direct all 
their attacks against the Catholic 
Church, realizing that the very 
prejudice of Protestants will usual. 
ly encourage them to show sym- 
pathy for a pretended anti-Catholic 
movement, even though it be alto. 
gether anti-Christian in motive. 

If Protestantism, therefore, longs 
to live at least another century it 
should make use of the pronounce- 
ments of the spokesman of the 
Catholic Church, explain his de- 
fenses of the fundamentals of the 
Christian faith to its people, and ' 
should acquaint them with the fact | 
that any drive-in these days 
against the Catholic Church is a. 
drive against “the Rock of Ages,” 
whose blasting would destroy the 
whole of Christianity. 
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Opening Number Surpasses Last

Showing an enrollment of 4,604 
students, with prospects of a sub- 
stantial increase in a number of 
the schools by the end of the week, 
15 Catholic schools in Fort Wayne 
opened on Tuesday morning, Sept.

Its purpose is not only to meet the 
present emergency but to plan so 
that all the people, considered as 
the family of the nation, can enjoy 
freedom and peace and life. 


Obliges Social Responsibility 


“The N. R. A. rejects the old 
idea of property that the owner 
could do what he wanted with it, 
regardless of the public interest. 
It obliges him to assume social 
responsibility. He must come to 
the Government and agree to do 
certain things and to stop doing 
certain things with his property. 
The mere fact that he owns a shop 
or mine or mill, no longer gtves 
him the right to say that he will 
not deal collectively with workers, 
when they insist on the collective 
wage contract. 


“The N. R. A. sets minimum 
wages and maximum hours for em- 


‘tployees, and frees them from the 


eruel necessity of bidding one 
against the other, whether in the 
same district or over all districts, 
and thereby bringing the level of 
all down to what the neediest man 
will work for. But it does much 
more. It requires every associa- 
tion of employers to write into 
their agreement with the Govern- 
ment that workers have the right 
to bargain collectively through 
representatives of their own cheos- 
ing. Here we have the cornerstone 
of the new freedom. 


“The pagan idea that labor is an 
article of commerce, the idea that 
heaped up huge fortunes, reduced 
millions to misery periodically 
every eight years, and during pres- 
perous times kept millions ‘below 


decent subsistence, has been 
thrown into~ the discard. The 
worker is now free to choose his 


spokesmen, and to exercise his in- 
telligence and freedom. His labor 
is no longer to be regarded like the 
energy burned out of coal but as 
the energy of a being stamped 
with the mage of his Creator. 

“President Roosevelt has said 
that the Recovery Act gives work- 
ers a new charter of rights. But 
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we should remember that no char- 
ter of history created essential 


merely that henceforth 
these Tights would have legal 
recognition, 

Can Loek Inte Future 


“Today we may be permitted to 
look into the future. Happily we 
can see rising up a new and en- 
lightened public opinion. It is tak- 
ing the view, something that it 
should have done long ago, that 
over-expansion of industry on the 
one side, and starvation on the 
other, is insane folly. 

“Work has been transferred 
from human back to machines. The 
forty-hour week, the thirty-five 
hour week are past and gone. The 
thirty hour week is here. The 
American people is wholeheartedly 
in back of the idea that hours must 
be reduced far below present levels 
and that the benefits of science 
must be shared by all. 

“The new public opinion is sym- 
bolized by the Blue Eagle. There 
is to be adequate living for all and 
fullest opportunity for the exercise 
of freedom. The question is no 
longer to be asked: Is it profitable 
to operate this property? The acid 
question of the future is: Is this 
property being operated with due 
regard for the legitimate freedom 
of man? 

“Above all, a man is to be free 
in the possession of his own home. 
We are to return to the ancient 
truth, once unchallenged, that a 
man’s home is his castle. He is to 
be protected against invasion, even 
by the Government. The idea that 
a man’s home is to be controlled by 
his employer is of yesterday. The 
threat of eviction can no longer 
foree him to work for this or that 
owner. He has been liberated from 
the slavery that deprived him of 
his liberty without even guaran- 
teeing him bread in return. 

“Unfortunately, the worker can- 
not come to the full exercise of his 
rights within a month or a year. 
Evils have been festering in the 
system so long that time alone can 
heal them. But we have made an 
all important beginning. . The first 
step has been taken. The law now 
ays that men may exercise their 
freedom in industry as becomes 
free men. The law, however, does 
iot compel men to enjoy their 
freedom. It cannot do so, but it 
has opened the door and removed 
the obstacles. The rest remains for

“Secondly, select many of your 
members to study Catholic Action, 
that they may know what it really 
means, and prepare leaders who 
will have the mind-and heart of the 
Church. It is auspicious indeed, 
that you meet in Cleveland under 
the protection of the Most Rev. 
Bishop Schrembs, who is the epis- 
copal chairman in the American 
Hierarchy for all lay societies. 
Your organization can take its 
place in this great Federation 
without the least loss of independ- 
ence. From the National Council 
of Catholic Men and the National 
Council of Catholic Women your 
federation, like hundreds of other 
societies, can receive guidance. 

“Thirdly, your Integracial Fed- 


eration, can I am sure, arouse the 
interest of hundreds of religious 
communities of men and women in 
the United States in your cause. 
Perhaps all the larger communities 
of our Sisterhoods could be induced 
to undertake, as a missionary en- 
terprise, whether in their own dio- 
ceses or in the south, schools for 
your children. It is very obvious 
that the Catholic Church would 
have made no progress, and can 
make no progress, without schools 
for our white children. It is true 
with even greater force that little 
progress can be made among the 
colored people until we found 
everywhere schools for our chil- 
dren. | 


“Fourthly, your Interracial Fed- 
eration can, I feel certain, interest 
all the Religious Orders of men ‘in 
this country in the conversion of 
the Negro. There is much pioneer 
work to be done in this field, and 
Religious Orders are by the very 
nature of their institute especially 
equipped to do it successfully. If 
these religious communities of-men 
were to divide up the work it would 
mean no great burden for any one 
religious institute. Thé vow of pov- 
erty which all religious priests 
have will be a great asset to them, 
since our resources for the missions 
are so limited. 


“I come to you with the greetings 
of His Excellency, the Most Rev.

May that blessing descend upon us

Archbishop Glennon, 
Home, Tells Of New 
Cathedral In Ireland 


New York.—Arriving here Tues- 
day aboard the liner, “Laconia,” 
from a visit to Ireland, the Most 
Rev. John J. Glennon, Archbishop 
of St. Lous, spoke enthusiastically 
of the new Cathedral being erected 
at Meath, Ireland. 

Archbishop Glennon, who deliver- 
ed the dedicatory address at the 
laying of the Cathedral’s founda- 
tion stone on August 6, said that it 
will take three years to build the 
edifice now in the course of con 
struction. Although it is said that 
the Meath Cathedral will prove to 
be the largest ever built in Ireland, 
its cost will not exceed $1,000,000, 
Archbishop Glennon said. “Notning 
of the sort could be built here for 
that sum,” he declared.

In Defence Of Purity, a study of 
the Catholic ideals of purity and 
virginity by Dietrich von Hilde- 
brand, professor of philosophy in 
the University of Munich, has re- 
cently been added to the growing 
list of books at the Kilmer Rental 
Library. Purity needs no defence, 
of course, where Christian princi- 
ples govern Christian lives. But 
something must be said in defence 
of purity in these days, and it is 
gratifying to find it so well said in 
|/Professor von Hildebrand’s little 
book. It disproves the current idea 
that Catholic teaching has nothing 
better to offer on the subject of sex 
than pious preachments and pro- 
hibitions. With remarkable insight 
into the power and beauty of the 
Catholic ideal the author presents 
a well-balanced study of the posi- 
tive aspects of the whole question. 
He emphasizes a fact that is over- 
looked almost entirely by non-Cath- 
olic writers on sex problems,—the 
fact that purity in sex relations “is 
possible only as an element of 
Christian morality, and, even psy- 
chologically, pressuposes as its ob- 
jective correlate the new world re- 
vealed to us in the countenance of 
Jesus.” To see life whole is the 
characteristic habit of Catholic 
thought. Modern thought shows the 
opposite tendency especially in re- 
gard to sex, which has been isolated 
from other forces which give it its 
highest significance and pursued as 
an independent part of human ex- 
perience. The author corrects this 
one-sided, false attitude toward sex 
and shows how the function of sex 
gains in dignity and value when 
considered in its proper relation to 
the divine will and the larger ends 
of human life. In Defence of Pur- 
ity is not light reading. But it will 
repay the effort of mature and 
thoughtful readers to catch its 
meaning. It offers the only real

Due to the increase of applica- 
tions for Sisters, their establishing 
schools, and the great loss they suf- 
fered by fire, their funds became 
very low.

Regardless of the distaste 
Mother Theodore had for asking 
alms, she was willing to do any- 
thing to further the glory of God 
and the Church. 


Upon her return trip the ship 
met with a severe storm and all 
hope was given up of saving the 
vessel. During the storm Mother 
Theodore together with the other 
sisters recited the stations and pro- 
mised St. Anne that a chapel would 
be erected should they be saved. 
Upon their arrival at St. Mary’s 
the first thing the Foundress did 
was to order a chapel to be erected 
in honor of St. Anne. 


One of the remarkable events 
which took place in the life of 
Mother Theodore in her miraculous 
escape from death when the car- 
riage in which she was riding over- 
turned at the edge of a precipice. 
Sister St. Francis explains this in a 
letter recorded in the Life of Moth- 
er Theodore in which she states:

that they should be changed or 
whittled down.
